Soldier Summit is important to railroad logistics as it 
is the highest point on the railroad in Utah, 7450 feet. The

Se no town facilities. Then in 1919 the railroad moved 
stig division point from Helper to Soldier Summit, building 
os classification yards, passenger and freight stations, a round- 
= house, locomotive shops and facilities, plus 70 employee 
=< i homes, a large hotel, swimming pool and YMCA building,

totalling over a million dollars. Naturally, other non- 
railroad enterprisers got into the act and built three stores, 
two automobile garages, a restaurant, billiard hall and real 
estate oflice. A modern schoolhouse was also erected. Three 
years later, activity was so heavy at the railroad that 50 
more homes were built. Over 300 people lived in town from 
1925-30. In 1930, due to railroad economics, the division 
point was changed back to Helper, and the vast majority of 
facilities at the Summit were taken away. Most of the 
equipment as well as buildings were taken to Helper. A few 
non-rail Operations were left to wither away. 

A couple of service stations, cafe and motel of fairly 
recent origin and two or three occupied houses cluster 
together along U.S. Highway 6-50. Several intact, deserted 
houses plus acres and acres of foundations and falling walls 
stretch across the Summit. The side roads in the area are 
littered with bottle fragments, nails, spikes and many other 
items which make off-highway ee hazardous.
